Family hit by road deaths urges schools campaign 


Tragic woman 
in safety plea

A WOMAN who lost two 
family members - killed on 
the same road just three 
months apart - has called 
for more safety education in 
schools. 


Lisa Wills said she was 
concerned road safety was 
not part of the national 


curriculum and was left to 
schools to decide. 

Her fears were backed by 
an Oxfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service road safety 
boss. 

Mrs Wills lost stepson Jay 
Wills, 17, when the Ford Ka 
he was driving collided with 
a Renault Clio on Broughton 
Road on August 14. He had 
passed his driving test just 
two days before. 

Her 25-year-old half- 
brother, Cullum Miles, was 
killed when his blue 
Vauxhall Astra crashed. His 
back seat passenger, Stacey 
Westwood, 20, also died. 

Mrs Wills said: “I don’t 
feel there is enough stress 
on the fact that young 
drivers are in charge of a 
lethal weapon. 

“I feel road safety advice 
should be more important 
within the curriculum at 
secondary schools.” 

The Bloxham resident 
said: “At primary schools 
the subject is tackled, but 
when it gets to secondary 
schools, it slips down the 
agenda - below things like 
drug and abuse and violent 
crime.” 

She said her stepson’s 
death had had a 
“devastating” effect on the 
family - husband Mark, and 
children Daniel, 22; Cane, 22; 
Luke, 20, and Neena, 12. 

She said when Mr Miles 
died “it was complete 
disbelief”. 

She added: “It made me 
realise just how precious life 


is for young people. I want 
them to realise how precious 
it is.” 

Now Mrs Wills hopes to 
take part in the Safe Drive, 
Stay Alive campaign, a 
major presentation by 
medics, police, victims and 
their families. 

She has also set up a 
charity, the Campaign for 
Awareness of Road Safety, to 
lobby for changes to school 
curriculums and speak to 
schools and groups about 
safety. 

Mandy Rigault, road 
safety team leader for the 
fire service, who runs the 
Safe Drive, Stay Alive 
campaign, said of school 
education: “It is very patchy. 

“The worse case scenario 
is a young person could go 
through their entire life and 
have very little education, if 
at all, about the thing most 
likely to kill them.” 

Banbury School 
headteacher Dr Fiona 
Hammans said sixth 
formers attended SDSA and 
Year 10 pupils were taught 
safety in lessons. 

She said: “I suspect there 
will be fewer schools who 
have it at Year 10. 

“We would have to make 
some tough choices about 
taking another subject out 
to allow more time in for 
road safety.”

CONTROVERSIAL plans for a 
wind-monitoring mast, which 
could pave the way for up to 
eight wind turbines on land 
north of Hanwell, have been 
approved by Cherwell District 
Council’s. Energy firm Regenco 
wants to put up the 60-metre- 
high mast to gauge whether 
land could be used as a wind 
farm of five to eight turbines. 

But more than 450 objections 
were lodged from residents with 
fears over the visual impact of 
the giant turbines 


VICTORIA Lane, 30, of 
Winchelsea Close, Banbury, 
did not inform her local 
council of her pay increases 
during a two-year period and 
received £2,587.78 in housing 
and council tax benefits she 
was not entitled to. At 
Banbury Magistrates Court 
she was fined £230, ordered 
to pay £250 court costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge and is 
paying back the money. 


THE inquest into the death of a 
51 -year-old woman from Over 
Norton recorded that she took 
her own life. Oxfordshire 
coroner Nicholas Gardiner 
recorded his verdict after 
hearing evidence from police 
officers and pathologists. They 
told the inquest of the 
circumstances surrounding the 
death of Ingrid Sacha Frithz, of 
The Green, on June 2 who was 
found in a field in Nether 
Worton, surrounded by packets 
of medication which tests 
showed she had taken. 


A TWENTY-six-year-old-year- 
old man from Banbury was 
killed when his Vauxhall car 
hit a tree. Edward Chaffe died 
on Tuesday after the 
November 25 crash on 
Cockley Road, Farthinghoe, 
Northamptonshire. 

He was taken to the Horton 
General Hospital, Banbury, 
and later transferred to the 
John Radcliffe Hospital, 
Oxford, where he died. Police 
are seeking witnesses, 
particularly two drivers who 
stopped at the scene, at 
11.40pm and midnight. Call 
101 or Crimestoppers on 0800 
555 111. 


A FOUR-year-old and a 52- 
year-old man were taken to the 
Horton Hospital in Banbury 
following a collision between a 
lorry and two cars at 
Deddington Hill. The accident 
happened shortly after 6pm on 
Friday. South Central 
Ambulance Service said they 
suffered minor injuries. 


WROXTON House Hotel, 
Banbury, won a silver award 
at the Beautiful South’s 
Awards for Excellence 2011.

Anger at 
festival’s 


big debts

THE firm behind 
Oxfordshire’s Harvest 
Festival - staged at the 
Kingham farm of Blur 
musician Alex James - has 
left debts of £lm in its wake. 

A host of people and 
businesses are owed money 
after the event organiser, Big 
Wheel Promotions, collapsed. 

Big Wheel, based in Soho, 
London, organised the 
festival, along with another 
in Suffolk on the same 
weekend. The company made 
losses of more than £lm, 
with many creditors based in 
Oxfordshire. 

Thousands of people 
turned out for the first 
Harvest Festival, with tickets 
costing up to £115 for the 
weekend. 

The concept behind the 
festival was to put on a 
weekend dedicated to food 
and music, with KT Tunstall, 
The Kooks and Athlete 
performing. 

Tommy Burden, who let 
the company use Sarsden 
Lodge Farm, near Chipping 
Norton, to access the festival, 
was owed £6,000. 

He said: “I bent over 
backwards to let them use 
my farm. I am very angry 
with them.” 

Technically, Big Wheel did 
not go into administration, 
but entered into a voluntary 
agreement with its 200-odd 



creditors to pay back some of 
the money. 

There are 11 creditors in 
Oxfordshire alone, 
collectively owed up to 
£57,506.34. 

With the company’s assets 
as a going concern valued at 
around £200,000, a company 
voluntary arrangement was 
reached last week in which 
Big Wheel will give back 20p 
in the pound of its debts. 

Mr James previously said 
he was “appalled at Big 
Wheel’s financial 
mismanagement of what was 
a lovely event”. 

A spokesman for Begbies 
Traynor, the corporate 
rescue company handling the 
case, said: “The company has 
effectively ceased trading but 
in a liquidation creditors 
would have received virtually 
nothing.” 


Pupils 
plant 
for the 
future 

MIGHTY oaks from little 
acorns grow - and 
these youngsters from 
Banbury’s Dashwood 
School, pictured above, 
are hoping the seeds 
they sowed will leave a 
lasting legacy. 

The pupils planted 22 
saplings that they had 
grown from twigs at 
Spiceball Park in a bid 
to create a new nature 
reserve. 

Banbury Town 
Council’s Ann Bonner 
joined park rangers to 
help plant the rowan, 
birch and flowering 
cherry trees. 

She said: “The school 
contacted Grimsbury 
Community Association 
to ask if there was a 
place where the trees 
could have a 
permanent home. 

“The town council 
was happy to find a 
suitable space in 
Spiceball Park.” 

She said: “I am going 
to ask the council to 
consider naming the 
area Dashwood Copse, 
so that when these 
youngsters are grown 
up they can bring their 
own children here to 
show them the results 
of their labours.” 

School teaching 
assistant Eileen 
Hartwell said: “We 
received the plants two 
years ago from the 
Woodland Trust. They 
were very small 
cuttings. The pupils 
planted them and 
cared for them. It is a 
wonderful experience 
for them to be involved 
in something that will 
be a lasting tribute to 
their hard work.”

The thieves staged their raid 
between November 27 and 28, 
between 10.30pm and 6.45am, 
and took the keys to a blue 
BMW 118D car, which had an 05 
numberplate. 

They also took an iPod, iPad, 
laptop, and handbag containing 
cash and two mobile phones. 

Police believe the theft could 
be related to another attempted 
burglary in The Green, also in 
the village, on the same night. 

Officers are also keen to find 
out more information about a 
silver Peugeot 407 car, which 
was seen driving fast through 
Little Bourton about 4am, on 
November 29.

moves 

BANBURY MP Tony Baldry 
has welcomed moves to 
allow cheaper replacement 
materials to be used on 
churches hit by lead 
thieves. 

Mr Baldry said the 
Church of England 
welcomed new English 
Heritage advice that says 
cheaper replacement 
materials could be used. 

Mr Baldry, the 
Government’s official link 
to the Church of England 
as Second Church Estates 
Commissioner, said: “The 
church remains convinced 
that making scrapyard 
cash transactions illegal 
would have the greatest 
impact on reducing this 
crime.” 

Metal thefts from county 
churches rose from eight 
in 2006 to 30 last year. 

St Mary’s Church, in 
Warkworth, was hit three 
times in late August, 
stripping £100,000 worth of 
lead from the roof. 

It is trying to raise 
£25,000 for a cheaper 
replacement. 


Child porn verdict 


A FORMER airman has been 
jailed for downloading 
hundreds of images of child 
pornography. 

Some of the material 
accessed by Terrence Pitts, 
which contained 
photographs of children aged 
between three and 15, was 
rated at the most severe. 

At Oxford Crown Court on 
Friday prosecutor Cathy 
Olliver said the 61-year-old 
former RAF serviceman 
went online using a 
computer in an office in his 
back garden. 

She said his partner 
became suspicious of the 
amount of time he was 
spending in the converted 
shed and when she 
investigated found explicit 


pictures of “a young female 
approximately 12 years old”. 

Of more than 1,500 images 
found, 240 were rated at level 
four and seven were rated at 
level five, which is the most 
serious. 

Blondel Thompson, 
defending, said her client’s 
offending had impacted 
heavily on his partner and 
their three children. 

She said Pitts, of Rochester 
Way, Twyford, was now 
aware of that “by looking at 
these images he has 
perpetuated the harm 
initially caused to these 
young people”. 

Judge Patrick Eccles jailed 
him for six months. Pitts 
must sign the sex offender 
register for seven years. 
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Bid for village homes scheme 


A PLANNING application has been 
submitted for a development of up 
to 70 homes in Hook Norton. 

Taylor Wimpey has applied to 
Cherwell District Council for homes, 
amenity space, a play area, pumping 
station and pond north of The 
Bourne, next to Bourne Lane. 


The application is seeking 
permission for the principle of the 
development and would need further 
permission at the design stage. 

It says: “The applicants are 


committed to engaging the local 
community in meaningful 
consultation and will carry out an 
early consultation exercise.” 

It said the scheme would help the 


council hit targets for new homes 
and help residents “set foot on the 
property ladder without having to 
move out of the area”. 

The application adds: “The site 
can be developed without significant 
implications for environmental 
assets.” 


Firm admits breaking 
waste site regulations 


BOSSES at a rural waste 
recycling facility have 
admitted breaking planning 
rules by taking double the 
amount of waste allowed and 
operating outside of 
restricted hours. 

Between 45,000 to 50,000 
tonnes per annum are going 
to the skip material recycling 
site at Ferris Hill Farm, 

Hook Norton, NL Matthews 
Incorporating Banbury Plant 
Hire Ltd said. It only has 
Oxfordshire County Council 
permission for up to 24,999 
tpa, a total 36 lorries in and 
out a day. 

The firm acknowledged 
lorries were leaving earlier 
than the 8am start time 
agreed with the council and

had expanded the facility 
without permission. 

Villagers said rural roads 
were being damaged and 
clogged with lorries, putting 
other drivers and 
pedestrians at risk. They 
demanded action. 

The firm - which has yet 
to comment - has now has 
withdrawn a council 
application to take up to 
74,999 tpa and start at 6am. 

The county council had 
not commented on possible 
action at the time of going to 
press. 

Brick and concrete is 
currently taken to the site. It 


is crushed and then sold on 
to construction sites as hard 
core. 

A county council report 
says: “The applicant has 
conceded that the current 
annual tonnage for waste 
throughput on the site has 
already increased to a level 
in the region of 45,000-50,000 
tpa.” 

The firm said it was taking 
more waste because of 
“efficiency in the business”, 
the closure and reduction in 
service of other skip hire 
operators and to meet 
demand. 

Its application said time 
limits were “historical and 
no longer reflect the current 
state of the business”. 


It said an earlier start was 
needed for earlier deliveries 
and to beat congestion. 

The withdrawn application 
had proposed 6am to 5pm, 
Monday to Friday, and 6am 
to 1pm on Saturdays. It said 
there were eight homes 
within half a mile and none 
had complained. 

But some 58 residents 
opposed the plan, citing 
concerns over the number of 
lorries, noise, pollution, road 
safety and conflicts with a 
new housing estate. 

Milcombe Parish Council 
said the 8am rule was not 
being adhered to. Sibford 
Ferris Parish Council 
demanded action over the 
breaches. Cherwell District 


Council warned of 
“unacceptable levels” of 
traffic. 

The Environment Agency 
gave permission for 74,999 
tpa, but county council 
permission would still be 
needed. The firm said it was 
“unlikely” to reach this tpa 
limit. 

The county report says 
that while the increase 
would help recycling, roads 
were “not designed to take 
such levels of traffic” and 
the site would be too big. 

The firm only applied to 
extend use of the lower yard 
by 50 per cent after the 
county council discovered it 
had been used “for a number 
of years” it adds.

30 years and has previously 
received a special award 
from the Guild of Motoring 
Writers. 

He was presented with the 
award by Andy Wertheim, 
general manager for 
communications of 
Mitsubishi Motors in the UK, 
which sponsors the regional 
writers’ award. 

Mr Duffy said: “I am 
honoured to pick up the 
award. It’s tremendous to get 
it for a second time.” 
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News in

COUNCILLORS have agreed to 
visit the site of a proposed 
marina in Cropredy before 
making a decision on the 
proposal. Members of Cherwell 
District Council’s planning 
committee agreed last week to 
visit School Lane first. The 
marina would be cut into land 
next to the Oxford Canal for 31 
boats. A further 21 parking 
spaces would be provided. A 
council planning officer has 
recommended approval but 44 
objections were received with 
concerns over the “further 
deterioration” of School Lane, a 
private road, its visual impact 
and noise. A larger marina plan 
has also been submitted to the 
district council, for 249 boats 
and 130 spaces to the north of 
the village off Claydon Road. 


AN auction in aid of 
homeless charity BYHP 
raised £2,000. The November 
18 event at the George & 
Dragon pub, Chacombe, 
auctioned items including 
Silverstone tickets. 
Recruitment firm Selection 
Matters organised the event. 
Charity chief executive Claire 
Norton said: “Without 
donations such as this BYHP 
would not be able to continue 
with the valuable work we 
carry out.” 


Alert over fake online goods this Christmas 


ONLINE shoppers in the 
county are being warned to 
be careful in the run-up to 
Christmas. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council’s trading standards 
service has seen a 29 per 
cent rise in complaints 
compared to last year. It has 
received 60 complaints about 
counterfeit products since 
April, half of which were 
online. 

Last Christmas the 


majority of complaints were 
about counterfeit UGG boots 
and GHD hair straighteners. 

Acting head of trading 
standards Richard Webb 
said: “It is so important that 
people protect themselves 
against being a victim of 
counterfeiters, especially 
since any form of redress is 
unlikely. 

“Some of these websites 
are set up with a ‘.co.uk’ 
domain name, convincing 


consumers that it is UK 
based. 

“This is not always the 
case, anybody can set up a 
co.uk domain name and the 
first time consumers are 
aware that they have made a 
purchase from abroad is 
when the package is 
delivered from abroad. 

“The brand holders of the 
genuine goods have no 
responsibility to consumers 
who purchase counterfeit 


goods - they don’t have to 
check the item and 
consumers are not entitled to 
a refund from them.” 

The trading standards 
team has also seized more 
than 100 bottles of 
counterfeit wine and vodka 
in Oxfordshire since April. 
More than £30bn is spent 
shopping online each year in 
the UK.

£4m windfall eases 
police force cutbacks 


FEWER jobs will be cut at 
Thames Valley Police 
because of a £4m 
Government windfall. 

The one-off grant has 
been awarded to the force 
on the agreement that there 
will be no increase to the 
police precept in this year’s 
council tax. 

It was feared that 819 
posts would go over four 


years as Thames Valley 
Police sought to balance the 
books, but this will now be 
reduced to 535. 

Plans made before the 
Government grant was 
announced suggested 255 
police officers would be lost 
from the force, but now 96 
will be lost. 

Civilian police staff posts 
lost have been reduced from

564 to 439. Chief Constable 
Sara Thornton said: “The 
news isn’t as bad as we 
thought.” 

Vowing to keep bobbies 
on the beat she added: 
“Every time we consult the 
public they tell us they want 
visible policing. 

“The line from the very 


beginning has been to 
maintain the number of 
police officers who do 
neighbourhood policing and 
neighbourhood patrols.” 

She said intelligence 
officer and civilian 
investigator posts would 
also be saved, but cautioned 
that after the staffing 
reductions the force “will be 
eight per cent smaller, but I 


don’t think we’ll have an 
eight per cent reduction in 
workload”. 

Graham Smith, chairman 
of the Thames Valley Police 
Federation, welcomed the 
news but warned that the 
outcome of the Winsor 
report, which could see a 
reduction in police pay 
introduced, was yet to be 
revealed.

Civic rethink on 


library cutbacks 


A COMPROMISE, which 
could see more paid staff 
kept on at Oxfordshire 
libraries, has been labelled 
as “crumbs” by 
campaigners. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council announced that the 
scaled-back plans will mean 
all 43 libraries will be at 
least half staffed by paid 
employees. 

But councillors still have 
to discuss where a further 
£714,000 of savings will be 
made. 

The council’s deputy 
leader, David Robertson, said 
22 core libraries would 
remain fully staffed by 
council library employees. 

A further 16 other 
libraries would be staffed by 
an equal mix of council- 
employed staff and 
volunteers and the 
remaining five would be 
manned by two-thirds 
council workers and one-

third volunteers. 

This is a change from the 
plan put out to consultation 
in May, which proposed that 
the group of 16 libraries 
would only be one-third 
staffed by council employees. 

Among the “core 
libraries” are: Banbury and 
Chipping Norton. 

Community libraries 
include: Adderbury, 
Deddington and Hook 
Norton. 

The move came after a 
four-month public 
consultation which attracted 
almost 5,000 responses. 

Campaigner Julia Drown 
labelled the compromise as 
just “crumbs”. She said: “I 
find it bizarre that if the 
council is insisting on using 
volunteers, that they are 
using them in smaller

libraries, rather than in the 
bigger ‘core’ ones where 
they could be properly 
supported by fully-trained 
staff.” 

Oxfordshire County 
Council first announced 
plans to withdraw £2m 
funding from libraries in 
2010. 

Then, earlier this year that 
was changed to £1.7m 
following the receipt of some 
Government grant money. 


The cabinet will meet on 
Monday, to discuss the 
current proposals, which 
would save £986,000. 

Decisions on how to save 
the remaining £714,000 will 
be made as part of the next 
budget-setting process. 

Mr Robertson said: “We 
have come up with a model 
which would still see all 43 
libraries remain open and, if 
the proposal is approved, it 
would be up to the 
community in some areas to 
come forward and assist in 
the future with the staffing 
of some libraries. 

“We are certainly a 
million miles away from 
where we were 12 months 
ago, when we were 
proposing to cease funding 
20 libraries.” 

Among the money-saving 
plans are proposals for self- 
service equipment in library 
buildings and single-staffed 
mobile libraries.

Verdict on car 
crash victim 


A TEENAGE motorist who died 
in a car crash was “driving just 
a little too fast for her own 
capabilities” on a wet road, a 
coroner has ruled. 

Oxford High School student 
Olivia Jefferies’ red Peugeot 107 
veered into an oncoming car in 
Adderbury on June 12 and 
ended up in a ditch. 

An inquest at Oxfordshire 
Corner Court heard that the 18- 
year-old, from Twyford, was 
killed instantly in the crash at 
about 11pm. 

Miss Jefferies’ car left the 
B4100, near the Katharine House 
Hospice, after she had visited

boyfriend Ben Martinez in 
Bicester that evening. 

He told the hearing she was 
“happy as anything” as she 
drove off from his home at about 
10.30pm. 

Pathologist Dr Ian Roberts 
said the teenager suffered 
multiple injuries and “would 
have died instantly”. 

Collision investigator Paul 
Thomas said Miss Jefferies’ car 
slid out of control on a left-hand 
bend and into the path of 
Darron Cullen’s oncoming Ford 


Focus as a result of “excessive 
steering, excessive speed or a 
combination of the two”. 

The Peugeot’s speedometer 
was stuck at 41mph, possibly 
indicating the car’s speed on 
impact, Mr Thomas said. 

The crash happened on a 
stretch of road with a 40mph 
speed limit. 

Coroner Nicholas Gardiner 
recorded a verdict of accidental 
death and said: “It appears to me 
that Olivia Jefferies was driving 
just a little too fast for her own 
capabilities, bearing in mind the 
nature of the road, particularly 
as it was a wet evening.”

Final offer of amnesty is offered before big crackdown 

Hunt launched for 


civic tax fraudsters

A CRACKDOWN on households 
fraudulently claiming council tax 
discount is being mounted across 
Oxfordshire. 

People wrongly claiming the 25 
per cent single person discount 
are being told “to own up or face 
prosecution” in a month-long 
amnesty. 

More than 77,000 council 
taxpayers across Oxfordshire are 
currently claiming a quarter off 
their bills as single residents 
living in a property. 

But local councils fear 
significant numbers of claims 
are fraudulent. 

And, along with Oxfordshire’s 
other district councils, Cherwell 
says it will be carrying out 
investigations in the coming 
weeks. 

The council will be working 
with credit reference companies 
and cross-checking information 
to ensure claims are genuine - 
but it will also offer an amnesty.

Between now and January 5, 
anyone coming forward, because 
they may be incorrectly receiving 
a discount, can avoid prosecution 
and a possible £1,000 fine, by 
having their claims checked. 

The correct payment amount 
will be calculated and a 
repayment plan agreed, if 
necessary. 

Those failing to act now run 
the risk of being issued with a 
court summons, facing costs on 
top of any money incorrectly 
claimed. 

Ken Atack, Cherwell’s lead 
member for financial 
management, said: “I have no 
doubt that there are people out 
there who have unintentionally 
made incorrect claims. 

“It is quite easy to imagine a 
situation where someone moves 
in with their partner and the 


couple do not inform the council 
of their change in circumstances. 

“Unfortunately this means 
they would be making a 
fraudulent claim, so we’d urge 
everyone to let the council know. 

“If it’s a genuine mistake we 
should be able to make 
arrangements for the money to 
be paid back and avoid any need 
for legal action.” 

A single person discount is 
typically worth £390.41 for a 
Band D property in Banbury. 

Under the scheme some 
households with more than one 
adult might qualify if the over- 
18s include full-time students, 
school leavers aged under 20, 
apprentices, residents in a hostel 
or nursing home or a visiting 
member of the armed forces 
from abroad. 

The 25 per cent single person 
discount figure is set nationally 
by the Government and is not 
related to household income.

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Female 
bishops 
in Oxon 
churches

OXFORDSHIRE could have 
its first female bishop by the 
end of the decade. 

That is the hope of the 
Bishop of Oxford, the Right 
Rev John Pritchard, after a 
milestone vote on plans to 
allow women to take the 
highest office in the Church 
of England. 

Bishop John said: “We 
have had women deacons and 
priests for the last 17 years 
and it’s logical if we have 
women as deacons and 
priests we should also be able 
to have them as bishops.” 

The Church has already 
agreed to the principle of 
female bishops and dioceses 
across the country have been 
discussing how to make 
provisions for parishes that 
are unhappy to recognise 
women in the role. 

Two different options were 
on the table - to have 
separate male bishops for 
those who will not accept 
women, or have a code of 
practice where a visiting 
bishop would look after their 
pastoral needs under the 
instruction of the diocesan 
bishop. The Diocesan Synod

The Bishop of Oxford, the 
Right Rev John Pritchard 


voted overwhelmingly in 
favour of the code of practice 
approach. 

Bishop John said: “We 
don’t want two levels of 
bishops, male bishops and 
female ones who have 
slightly less authority. 

“We also don’t want two 
bishops operating in a 
fragmented church.” 

The Diocese of Oxford 
already has more female 
members of the clergy than 
any other, with roughly one 
in three women taking on 
roles. Of the 630 benefices in 
the Diocese, only 14 have said 
they would not accept 
women bishops.

Warning over ‘dangerous’ vodka drink 


OXFORDSHIRE trading 
standards has warned 
people not to drink an illegal 
brand of vodka that contains 
chemicals found in de-icer 
and industrial cleaning 
products. 

The advice comes as the 
Food Standards Agency 
reports that the drink, called 
Drop Vodka, is not 
registered by any company 
in the UK and could be 


harmful. Usually food and 
drink goes through rigorous 
testing before it goes on 
sale. 

But Drop Vodka is not 
registered and so it has 
not gone through this 
process. 

Tests already carried out 
elsewhere in the UK on the 
vodka have identified the 
presence of Propan-2-ol, 
which is commonly found in 


de-icer and industrial 
cleaning products, methanol 
and other substances. 

Other tests have also 
found that the product does 
not contain enough alcohol 
to be called vodka.

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Scorsese’s sophisticated drama 



HUGO (U, 126 mins) 

Drama/Action/Comedy/Romance.

M artin Scorsese swaps the 
mean streets of New York 
for the wintry boulevards 
of 1930s Paris for this Oscar-tipped 
first foray into family films and 
also the 3D format. 

Hugo might revolve around the 
exploits of a pre-teenage boy and 
deal with themes of childhood 
innocence and the death of a 
parent, but this impeccably crafted 
adventure is too sophisticated for 
young audiences. 

Apart from a couple of well- 
orchestrated chases and slapstick, 
courtesy of Sacha Baron Cohen 
with a squeaky leg brace, there is 
little here to entertain boys and 
girls the same age as the 


diminutive hero. Indeed, the 
cumbersome running time and 
slow-paced first half will prove a 
test for parents too, especially 
those without a love for the bygone 
age of cinema, which Scorsese 
indulges in every lustrous frame. 

While the narrative has its flaws, 
adapted by screenwriter John 
Logan from Brian Selznick's book 
The Invention Of Hugo Cabret, the 
on-screen craftsmanship is 
impeccable, from Robert 
Richardson's stunning 
cinematography to Dante Ferretti’s 
production design and Sandy 
Powell’s costumes. 

Even more pleasing is how well 
the 3D fits Scorsese’s vision, 
coming to the fore as the camera 
swoops along the concourse of a 
train station or darts between 
whirring cogs of a giant clock. 

Twelve-year-old Hugo Cabret 
(Asa Butterfield) is raised by his 
father (Jude Law), who works at a 
museum and has a passion for 
cinema and mechanical devices. 

The old man dies, leaving behind 


an intricate automaton, and Hugo 
is forced to live secretly in the 
station with his hard-drinking 
Uncle Claude (Ray Winstone), who 
maintains the clocks. 

When the bottle claims Claude’s 
life, Hugo continues to tend the 
clocks while stealing food from the 
shopkeepers without attracting the 
attention of the station inspector 
(Sacha Baron Cohen). 

An encounter with bookish 
Isabelle (Chloe Grace Moretz), 
goddaughter of toy shop owner 
Papa Georges (Sir Ben Kingsley), 
catalyses a journey of self- 
discovery that Hugo hopes will 
lead to a message from beyond the 
grave from his father. 

Hugo whirs gently for the first 
hour, and only really kicks into 
gear once the boy inserts Isabelle’s 
heart-shaped key into the 
automaton and reveals one 
character’s true identity. 

From here, Scorsese indulges his 
passion for cinema, lovingly 
recreating films of the era and 
paying homage to the early 


pioneers including the Lumiere 
brothers. 

Butterfield is an endearing if 
mournful central presence, 
contrasting with Moretz, who is 
luminous in every frame. 

Older cast struggle to put meat 


on the bones of their thinly 
sketched characters, while Baron 
Cohen’s comic relief grates as 
much as it delights, including some 
surprisingly tender scenes with 
Emily Mortimer as the station 
florist.

HISTORIAN Nick Allen says that 
he is thrilled to be the first to 
document the history of his local 
church in print - despite being 
an atheist.

Civic worth 
waiting for 


I t is a sign of the times 
when natural disasters 
thousands of miles away 
can affect production of a 
car built just down the 
road in Swindon. 

So buyers may have to wait 
just a little longer than expected 
to sample Honda’s ninth-genera¬ 
tion Civic. Believe me it will be 
worth the wait. 

Based on the radical shape of 
its predecessor, launched five 
years ago, the new model is qui¬ 
eter, more refined and better to 
drive than ever. 

It is visibly lower and wider, 
and has a smarter interior, 
wider choice of upmarket equip¬ 
ment and much improved rear 
visibility. 

The model I put through its 
paces over a 300-mile session 
was the top-of-the-range EX GT, 
which has a specification usual¬ 
ly associated with large, execu¬ 
tive saloons, not a super-practi¬ 
cal, family hatchback. 

Externally, the main changes 
are the wider, more aggressive¬ 
ly-styled front and at the rear a 
new brake and indicator light 
cluster.

Internally, soft-touch sur¬ 
faces, a colour display screen, 
redesigned leather-trimmed 
steering wheel and blue interior 
door lining illumination 
enhance the feeling of quality. 

On the practical side, the rear 
window bar has been lowered 
and a wiper and heated lower 
rear screen fitted to improve 
rear visibility. 

The interior of the Civic is as 
brilliantly practical as ever. 
Between the front seats there is 
storage for two 1.0-litre bottles 
and two 350ml bottles. Plug out¬ 
let, USB and Aux-in ports are 
also included. 

The boot is large with a size¬ 
able under-floor compartment, 
but the star feature in the back 
are the so-called ‘Magic Seats’ in 
the rear, which can flip up, fold 
down, or recline at the lift of a 
lever or push of a button. 

On the economy front, 
advances include ECO Assist 
and auto stop-start on manual 
versions. 

As I said, the EX GT model is 
bulging with equipment with 


keyless entry, a stop-start but¬ 
ton, Bluetooth phone link, elec¬ 
trically-operated lumbar and 
side support for the front seats, a 
large glass roof with electric 
sunshade, a superb hard-disc 
satnav system, power windows 
and folding wing mirrors operat¬ 
ed by the key fob. 

The bad news is that although 
dealers are still on schedule to 
receive their demonstrators this 
month, the new Civic isn't 
expected to go on sale until early 
February, as floods in Thailand 
are the latest natural catastro¬ 
phe to hit the car industry's sup¬ 
ply chain.
